Port Arthur, June IS,—ln-1924 the 
General Assembly of the Presby¬ 
terian Church In Canada will meet 
In Owen Hound, Ontario.

He recognised 
the difficulty of satisfying tne entirs 
constituency of the church. There 
was an element in the church which 
was extremely const-rust ive and at 
tltnee the publications of the church 
might b e too advanced to satisfy this 
clement. 


Toronto. June 11.—"The Canadian 
Manufacturers' Association la vary 
much In favor of preferential tariffs 
within the Empire, provided the In¬ 
terests of Canada are properly safst 
guarded." it was explained In the re¬ 
port of the tariff committee sub¬ 
mitted to the annual convention of 
the association here yesterday. The 
report emphasised the view that 
Canada should only givs a prefer¬ 
ence when she is getting a preference 
in return. 

An emphatic protest was made 
against any extension of the tariff 
at the expense of Canadian indus¬ 
tries. Further reduction In the Brit - ! 
Ish preferential tariff was opposed 
because the manufacturers contended 
the present rate was too low. This 
was due. tt was stated, to greater 
production costs in Canada and the 
advantages which the British m*nu- j 
facuirars received in low ocean

THE FARMERS’ TRIALS. 

To th* Editor:—In laat night's 
Times 1 notice that In your editorial 
headed "Ashamed of Their Pessim¬ 
ism." you speak of those who call at¬ 
tention to the deplorable state of 
agriculture in Canada as being 
"miserable grouchers." and you 
direct our attention to evidence gfren 
before the Agricultural Committee 
by Mr. G. Spence of Saskatchewan 
as an example of ths line we ought 
to tske. 

Mr. Spence eays: *Tm not going 
to say we are living In luxury, for we 
are not; but neither are we all bank¬ 
rupt” 

We are not told precisely what he 
means by this, but 1 suppose that he 
thinks it does mean something. He 
goes on to say that "in the area he 
hails from there le room for 10,000 
farmers." This sure must he some 
urea. Most of the farms in Sas¬ 
katchewan are half sectlona or more, 
and ns there is only room for | 
seventy-two half sections In a town¬ 
ship of six miles square. Mr. 
Spence’s area must be some area. 
It is c-asy to see what Mr. Spence 
must be. I know the breed. And if 
things go on as thsy are going there 
will soon be room for lots more. 

In your comment on Mr. Spence's 
evidence you aay. “There Is over¬ 
whelming evidence that fanning will 
pay any man who will work hard all 
the year round and live inside hla In¬ 
come—unless there is soma special 
hard luck." It would be a hard task 
to dispute the accuracy of thla state¬ 
ment. Olven these conditions It 
would be a queer business that did 
not pay. . 

But unfortunately under present 
conditions It la not posslhls for a 
farmer to keep within his Income. At 
the risk of being called a "miserable 
groucher." If you will allow m* 1 
will give a few facts. 

Aa most people know, most of ths 
farmers on the prairie are dependent 
principally on raising wheat or 
cattle or horses. Let us tak* wheat 
first, for bad as wheat growing la, 
under preaent conditions it is a long 
way ahead Of stockraising. l| 

According to Canadian Govern¬ 
ment returns, wheat averages about 
15 bushels to th# acre. -Last year, 
after paying elevator and freight 
chare**. »• r*o*‘v«l M c*nu a 
bushel. From thl*-** h*d to tak* 
It cents a bushel to pay tor thresh -1 


There is no doubt about the soundness of the 
porppsal which the Convention of the Canadian 
Good Roads Association will present to the Do¬ 
minion Government. It will be a plain request 
that *20,000,000 he set aside for expenditure on 
roads in the various provinees during the next 
five years. That is to. say, the Federal Treasury 
would assist provincial programmes on a plan 
similar to that which operated in connection 
with the former appropriation—now completely 
absorbed. 

It is painfully obvious that the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment will not fall over its feel in.# hurry to 
comply with this particular request. It finds it 
necessary to look at every dollar before it parts 
with it; at the same time the extension of highway 
systems all over the country is about the safest 
and most promising investment tltet it could 
select. Good 1-oads are essential to our economic 
future just as the railways xrepe essential to the 
initial process of development in virgin terri¬ 
tory—and, of course, still are. 

Motor travel is another and very important 
reason why the Dominion Government should not 
hastily refuse the proposal of the Good Roads 
Association, its statisticians only have to refer 
to the tremendous increases in motor licenses and 
peruse the details of the invasion of holidaymak¬ 
ers from the South to realize what a significant 
factor the highways of the country have come 
to be. v 

As far as British Columbia is concerned wr 
arc deeply sensible of physical drawbacks which 
suggest that any general appropriation from, the 
national standpoint should be apportioned after 
due consideration has been paid for condi¬ 
tions that do not exist elsewhere. A blanket 
scheme of provincial assistance, would leave this 
Province at a disadvantage over provinces where 
engineering skill is. only moderately taxed. The 
main thing, however, is to get tho Dominion com¬ 
mitted to tho principle. Details could be worked 
ont after. It would then be up to British Colum¬ 
bians to fight for a little more than a general ratio 
for this Province. 


TROUBLED BULGARIA. 


What is behind Bulgaria’s troubles does not 
seem to be very clear at the moment. Apart from 
the fact that a reactionary group has seized the 
rains of power, and that the peasants object to 
the procedure, the whole business seems to be 
wrapped in something of a mystery. In any 
case the likelihood of the qrmy holding the coun¬ 
try at bay by the methods which it has employed 
ia foredoomed to disaster. There docs not seem 
to be any real justification for the coup outside 
of a junker attempt to get into power and impose 
its will upon the people. Thia sort of thing might 
have passed off without anything in the nature of 
serious opposition twenty years ago; but at this 
stage of the world’s progress its success can only 
be temporary. And there is no parrallel for the 
move. Tbo nearest approach is the Kapp 
movement in the Berlip district. That failed ig- 
nominiously as this must also do. The usurpers at 
Sofia cannot hope to withstand the agrarian re¬ 
volt. None the less the incident has possibilities 
if only because of the fact that any trouble among 
the peppery peoples of Southeastern Europe may 
lead to more serious consequences.

Kamm has a habit that Is not 
characteristic of. tha great batsmen, 
he hits up on a hall. That Is, as 
Kamm completes his swing, ss the 
hall meets the hat. there is a lifting 
motion.

Baseball experts contend that this 
lifting motion, as the .hall meets ths 
hat, makes for fly ball hitting rather 
than line drives.

Chicago, 111, June 14.—July wheat 
was weak early, but reacted sharply 
later, going to 2 cent premium over 
the September. Some reports from 
Southern Kansas report further de¬ 
terioration in addition to flood dam¬ 
age, but otherwise the crop news was 
rather bearish. Illinois crop was 
estimated by one expert at 40 to 42,- 
000,000 bushels, and the Missouri re¬ 
port indicates a crop of nearly 4.000.- 
440 bushels more than a year ago; 
Nebraska advices were more favor- 
abia also than a month or so ago. 
In the northwest the conditions are 
favorable both sides of the line. Ex¬ 
port trade reports wers not particu¬ 
larly encouraging. The probability 
that hedging aales will Increase from 
now on tempers bullish sentiment to 
a great extent, but there is Still tbs 
possibility of a delayed movement, 
and July Is easily congested, with 
unfavorable weather shorts would be 
uneasy. 

Helling of corn was pretty heavy, 
and genaraliy with but little demand 
in ev ids nee. but as usual tbs market 
was easily congested sad there waa a 
quick rally when wheat turned 
strong. The cash demand fair with 
offerings moderate and there waa no 
change in the general supply and de¬ 
mand si taut ion The weak bog wit- 
nation is modifying bullish senti¬ 
ment to a considerable extent, and 
bulla are also handicapped -by the 
lack of new buying.

Municipal Securities and 
Other Matters Discussed 

Winnipeg. June. 13.—-The Bond 
Dealers* * Association of Canada 
elected the following^^pfncere at its 
annual meeting here yesterday after¬ 
noon: J. W. Mitchell, vlce-preatdent 
of the Dominion Securitise Corpora¬ 
tion. Toronto, president; J. A. 
Kories, Montreal; F. J. Coombs, To¬ 
ronto, and Kdmund Taylor. Calgary, 
vlre-prr’ddenta; A. H. R McKensle, 
Montreal, honorary treasurer. 

Toronto was selected as the next 
place of meeting. 

“The credit and financial condition 
of our Canadian municipalities as a 
whole I* thoroughly sound.” said a 
report presented by th* committee 
on municipal administration and fl- i 
nance. 

**In the West particularly.” added 
the report, "there has been «n aban¬ 
donment to a large extent of experi¬ 
mental innovations in methods of 
assensment, though there still re¬ 
mains much to be remedied. These 
methods In no small measure were 
perhaps a contributory cause of 
many of the difficulties of the past.” 

The report expressed great regret 
that ”the total principal involved In 
recent default* or difficulties” of 
municipalities In British Columbia. 
Alberta and Saskatchewan has been 
increased "by approximately the 
amount of the default qf Port Co- 
qultl^m.** ' 

Satisfaction was expressed that 
“considerable progress towards the 
complete adjustment of difficulties” 
Jhad been made in Alberta. In Has- 
kafcTieWKYi; 1Y* wns stated, -“the re¬ 
sults so far accomplished have been 
disappointing.” and the situation In 
seven municipalities remains to be 
adjusted. 

In the three provinces, declared 
the report, a total of 73.7 per ceht of 
debentures outstanding to the value 
of |9.992.471 had been adjusted. 
British Columbia had ajustsd 8.9 
per cent out of 9444.072 In two muni¬ 
cipalities: Alberta. 94.1 per cent out 
of 92.402.142 in sloven municipalities, 
and Raskatchewnn 12.2 per cent In 
dealing with 94.922.464 concerning 
nine municipalities.

“A closely allied question la ths 
establishment or maintenance of 
stato regulation of public utilities, 
said Mr. Crosstn. claiming that a 
commission stands between tha man¬ 
agement of the utility, which to re¬ 
luctant to incur expenditure*, and 
the community, calling tor bettef 
service and higher wages.”
